LONDON, Nov. 23.—Debate on the 
Irish home rule bill in the house of 
tords afforded notable contrast to the 


apathy displayed when the measure 
s under consideration in the house 
pf commons. The _upper house was 
crowded and many of the members of 
he commons, including Lloyd George 
Bonar Law, and Sir Edward Carson, 
istened to Lord Birkenhead's speech 
Gntroducing the bill. Many peeresses 
vere in the side galleries and the 
strangers’ gallery was crowded. y 
Explaining the provision of the bill 
rd Birkenhead read a letter from 
Sir Edward Carson in which 
Unionist leader declared his col- 
feagues had made up their minds to 
laccept the bill and work under the 
measure loyally. : 

Lord Birkenhead suggested that a 
secondary motive of the murder of 
British officers in Dublin last 
Sunday, was the influence it would 
‘have on this debate and declared 
there was evidence that the Sinn Fein 
extremists were beaten. Pointing out 
that unless this present bill was 
passed, the home rule bin of 1914 
would automatically come into opera- 
fton directly the Peace Treaty with 
Turkey is ratified. He formally an- 
nounced that the government would 
not make itself responsibile for a 
simple repeal of the 1914 ‘act. 

A Favorable Opportunity 

Lord Birkenhead said he was con- 
vinced, however, that the only dan- 
ger to the bill ay in a coalition of 
those thinking the bill did not go 
far enough and those thinking it went 
too far. Strange as it might seem, 
said Lord Birkenhead, “T think that 
this is a favorable opportunity to ef- 
fect a settlement because the Irish 
people are sick and tired of the hor- 
rible reign of terrorism.” 

The Earl of Dunraven, on the 
ground’ that the bill was not support- 
ed by the: great majority of Trigh- 
men and afforded no prospects of a 
permanent settlement,.. moved its: re- 
jection, describing the bill an an hon- 
est, but ignorantly honest attempt ‘on 
the part of the government to settle 
the Irish question. 

Would Postpone Action 

LONDON, Nov. 23.—(Canadian As- 
sociated. Press)——In — the “house of 
commons today the opposition tried to 
postpone the debate on Ireland al-

Sagacity of Oregon Constable 
Wins Him Reward of $15,000 
—Prisoner Submits 


TORONTO, Ont. Noy, 23.—With the 
arrest fin the state of Oregon of John 
Doughty, former private secretary to 


Ambrose J. Small, a wealthy theatre 
owner, of this city, the local police 
have hopes of solving the mystery of 
Mr. Small's disappearance almost a 
year ago. They profess to believe that 
Doughty if he would, could give in- 
formation which might lead to the un- 
raveling of the case that has baffled 
the authorities and aroused interest 
throughout the North American con- 
j tinent. 

While newspaper despatches stated 
that Detective Sergeant Austin Mit- 
| chel, who is bringing Doughty back to 
‘Toronto, would return home with 
, Doughty by way of Chicago, where it 
| was stated bonds taken from Small’s 
| gafety deposit box in this city could be 
jrecovered, the police think detective 
Mitchell will return by way of Van- 
couver so as to keep Doughty on Can- 
adian territory as far as possible, 

Story of the Event 
TORONTO, Nov. 23.—Detective Ser- 
geant Austin Mitchel, who ‘has been 
in charge of the Small-Doughty case, 
{left here for Portland last Thursday. 
Mitchell went.to Portiand on informa- 
jtion received by the police from that 


city.

1, that a telegraph message was re- 
ceived at police headquarters from the 
police of Oregon etating a inan an- 
lswertng Doughty's description had 
‘been seen in the vicinity of Oregon 
| district, 

The award of $5,000 offered for the 
larrest of Doughty was later increased

stands. 

Doughty had been in the employ of 
Small for .18 years, having worked 
|himself up to a salary of $45 a week 
{as Small's confidential secretary. The 
day Small sold his, theatrical hold- 
ings, Doughty went on the pay roll of 
the Trans-Canada interests at a salary 
of $75 per week. He went to Mon- 
treal, returned to Toronto for Christ- 
mas and’ himself disappeared on the 
following Sunday, Dec. 28. 

Man of Powerful Physique 

Doughty is in his 44th year and a 
man of powerful physique. He used 


to pulk stroke oar for a ical rowing | 


crew and in his youth was no mean 
athlete. He was however, not known 
as a quarrelsome man, nor was he 
ever known to have been involved in 
any act of violence. He has two 
children who live at the home of his 
sister, 

The charge of*cinspiracy to kidnap 
arises as a result of the statement 
made to the police by two local men, 
who are aleged to have received prop- 
ositions to kidnap the missing theatri- 
cal magnate. According to the two 
men who claim that he suggested the 
kidnapping of his then employer, he is 
alleged to have remarked: “There's 
a@ lot of money in making away with 
Small.” 

At the time neither regarded this 
seriously, The charge of theft of the 
missing Victory bonds grows out of 
the disappearance of securities from 

ne safety deposit box of the missing 
millionaire.» Doughty, the record 
shows, opened the box the day that 
A. J, Smal] disappeared, though he 
has told Mrs. Small that it was done 
at Mr. Simails request. Asked for 
the key he said he had given it back 
to Mr. Small. 

Sagacity of a Constable . 

' PORTLAND, Nov. 23,.—Owing to 
the sagacity of a constable at Oregon 
city, a small town near here, John 
Doughty was in custody here toduy 
after police of two countries had been 
searching for him for nearly a year 
following the disapgearance of Am- 
‘rose J. Small, millionaire theatrical 
man of Toronto, together with Can- 
adian Victory bonds amounting t 
$100,000, 

Doughty, who had been private sec- 
retary to Small, tonight was in charge 
of Austin P. Mitchell, chief of the Tor- 
onto detective force, who says that he 
would start from here tomorrow 
morning, stopping en route to Toronty, 
at Chicago, where he said Doughty 
had confessed he had deposited the 
missing bonds. 

Mitchell said Doughty agreed ‘o ac- 
company him witiout extradition pro- 
cedings. . 4 

Doughty Makes fessiou 

When Mitchell arrivéd he said he 
was sceptical as to the identity of the 
suspect, but after Fortune and Mit- 
chel found Doughty at his place of 
residence last night, Mitchell said he 
at once recogaized Doughty whom ae 
hed known well in Toronto, Doughty 
is said to have confessed he had pos- 
session of the iussing bonds, but 
would say nothing concerning the dis- 
appearance of Smail, further thai he 
had last seen him at a theatre on 
the night last December, when Small 
disappeared,

Some Strike Conditions, 

The conditions surrounding and 
connected with the strike are briefly 
these: From the time the govern- 
ment assumed control of the coal in- 
dustry of alberta, until a few months 
ago, the domestic coal mines of the 
{Edmonton district were under the 
Same government control as those of 
ne rest of the province. Orders mauc 
iby the coal controller ag to wages and 
prices applied to the Edmonton as to 
jal other mines. Conditions cf 
j|domestic coal production at Edmon- 
tan differ materially from those of 
other parts of the province. The. 
is more variety in the product of the 
Famonton than in that of Drun- 
heller and Lethiaridge. One result 
is that Edinonton coal does not com- 
mand a standard price as does jthat of 
Drumhelker and Lethbridge, Obwous- 
ly, if standard wages and a standard 
price were imposed on all Edmonton 
coals, some of which were not of 
standard quelity, these Edmonton 
mines would be excluded from the 
outside markets, In order to get over 
the difficulty, some months ago the 
domestic coal mines of the Edmonton 
district were released from the juris- - 
diction of Commissioner Armstrong: 
The matters of wages and prices of 
coal were left to the local adjustment 
between miner and operator, and be- 
tween producer and consumer. It 
was understood that a general diff- 
erence in wages in the Edmonton field 
@s compared with Drumheller and 
Lethbridge, would be accepted, Bo that 
Edmonton coal might compete !n the 
outside market and the mines thereby 
be enabled to employ more men. 

There are two\ classes of workers 
employed in the mines, contra men, 
and day, or company men. The man 
who actually mines the coal is an ex- 
pert and is paid by the ton. The men

The order did 
not apply to the Badmonton mines and 
no action was taken by the mine op- 
erators. Last week the day men in 
the Clover Bar mine presented their 
demand for the same !ncrease as had 
been given the southern miners. ‘The 
Operators did not feel that the cir- 
cumstances warranted their acceding 
to the demand and declined to grant 
it, with the result as above stated, 

If the ‘increase were granted ‘t 
wold have to be added to the price 
of coal. This would add to the burden 
of the Edmonton householder, But 
it would also tend to exulude the out- 
put from the outside market, and 
therefore decrease the operation of the 
mines. Ad present the day men are 
getting from $4.75 to $5.75 per day. 
This is considered to be a fair scale 
of pay for unskilled labor under pres- 
ent circumstances. Some of the gon- 
tract miners are in sympathy with 
the demands of the day men and 
some are not, but in any case they 
can only worked when the day men 
are at work to handle the coal as they

in Well Contested 
Debate 


An interesting debate was given 
between the Metropolitan and Mc- 
Dougall Epworth leagues last even- 
ing before a large attendance in the 
school room of McDougall church. 
The addresses were of high order 
throughout, especialy the adresses of 
Messrs. Bryce, Cox and Bergy. 

The subject under discussion was: 
Resolved that minimum wage for all 
wage earners be enacted by parlia- 
ment.” 

The debate was of excellent merit 
and was yen particular attention, 
The judges, Messrs. A. G. Browning, 
Cc. E. Race,.and A. F. Ewing, com- 
mended highly wpon the debate but 
decided that the affirmative did not 
substantiate their arguments suffic- 
{ently so the decision was given in 
favor of the negative. 

The Affirmative Case 

F’. Hart, the leader of the affirma- 
tive painted a very dark picture of 
the degredation and poverty that ex- 
isted among the working classes as a 
result of inadequate pay. Legislation 
should be enacted, he argued, in order 
to bring the standards of living to 
that plane where the suffering that 
now exists in a great many places 
will be eliminated.

Mr. Lamont, the second speaker on 
the affirmative maintained, for the 
sake of society the minimum wage for 
all wage earners should be enacted 
by parliament. He remarked that it 
would promote the general welfare of 
the state because it would tend to pro- 
tect women workers. Seciety demands 
60 much from each indiyidual and 
that the only effecttve manner in 
which the individual concerned. may 
meet this demand is by granting each 
wage earner a living wage, It would 
also insure the right of life which he 
claimed was a fundamental right. 

S. A. Bergy outlinad the success of 
the minimum wage where it had been 


in force and how it might be annlicd 
to present conditions by legislation, 
The cause of strikes he said, wus not 


always a question of money. In the 
majority of cases it is the conditions 
under ‘which the workers live that 


cause them to strike. He read a letter 
from Mackenzie King, one of our 
greatest uuth@rities on the economy of 
labor on the American continent 
which stated that adequate wages are 
beneficial alike to labor, capital man 
ugemeut and the community, in that 
they jead to a maximum of effect and 
a minimum of waste.
